ALMOST THE END. 


From 1 o'clock, when the jail doora woro 


opened for the admission of persona bearing 
invitations, until the moment of tho execution, 
a constant Htruani of people kept pouring in 
until the north hall of tho jail back of Ihe re- 
porters' tables and the seats uf the jurymen 
was densely crowded with curious spectators. 
Tho corridors above woro black witn enrio'aB 
otliciais.

The crowd talked b-.isily 


and some of iU members smoked. 
Tiie.empty 


scaffold at the oast end of the hall was stared 
at, but its plain timbers had little that was 
gloomy or oven interesting about them.

beuin was tlin only tiling that had a really sin- 
ister appearance. 


As the hour of :i o'cloc'^ apprnaehed the 


noise was hushed. 
Conversation alm-.nt died 


away, and every ono gaxed intently at tiio 
place of the eorridor where Tracey was to 
tirnt eome in sight on Ids way tu the gallows. 
The final hour of his life Tracey passed aloiio 
with Itov. Father Dowling. 
At 1 :"0 o'clock ho 


was brought into tho office of thu jail, paio 
but firm, and listened quietly to his death- 
warrant, which was read to him by 
SiieriiV 


Mann. 
At the close or tlio impressive reading 


the procession waa formed by the sherilf and 
Jailer Folz. Tracey was attired for his oxo- 
elltinn in a black suit of clothes, and had a 
white necktie. 
His pulse waa beating at the 


rato of 140, and Dr. Ijluthardl expressed fears 
that ho wouid faint when led to Ilio execution. 
At 1 ;f>"> the proi-e.sHion appeared in ine eor- 
ridors, r.nd a second later roaohnd the scaffold. 
Tracey was in front of the side of SherilT 
Mann. 
His arms were pinioned, br.t hi^form 


was erect and steady. 
Jailer Folz, Father 


Dowling, and two other priests, Clerk Kc-ll and 
Uaihll Cnrlin brought up the rear. 
As soon 


as the plaiform was reae'liod the death-service 
was begun by thu priests. Tracey made- his 
responses in'a firm tone gating on a cnu-itix 
whieh he held in his hand.

prisoner^ if ho

A Life Depending Upon tlic Dice. 
This story is authentic. It is found 


in tlio memoirs of a Prussian officer of 
distinction, who gives a simple, un- 
affected narrative of tlio sceues and 
events through which ho passed, and 
who betrays nowhere tho least disposi- 
tion to exaggerate. Tlio following ro- 
raarkablo incident ho givof, as it camo 
undor his own observation. Ho was at 
tho tirao on tho staff of Gon. Winter- 
field, ono of tho most skillful and com- 
petent captains of his day ; and Winter- 
field was tho General in command at tho 
tiino spoken off. 


Two soldiers Lad boon condemned to 


death. In. a drunken condition at night 
they had assaulted an officer of tho lino, 
and ono of them had drawn a knife upon 
liim, but he could not positively say 
which of tho twain held it. 
And tho

of them remembered anything about it. 
So both of them wcro condemned to bo

They woro both oxcollent soldiers, and

him who had been assaulted, asked that 
tho men might be pardoned.

Wintorfleld said ho would pardon ono 
o£ thorn. Only ono had hold a knife, 
find only that ono ought to die. Ho 
would pardon one, and tlio men must 
themselves decide which of them should 
bo shot. 


How should tho decision bo made ? 
"Let us shako tho dico," said ouo o! 


tho condemned. 


And tho other agreed to it. And anon 


it was agreed to by all intoi'ested.

Two dico wero given 
them and a proper box for shaking.

ho also throw two sixes. '' Wonderful!" 
cried tho lookers-on. They wero ordered 
to shako and throw again.

two aoca. " Ho ! good ! You will live, 
Peter.'' But when Peter camo to throw 
the dico presented those samo two aces. 
And now tho beholders wero wonder- 
stricken indoed. 


Another throw was ordered, and Peter 


throw a five and a deuce. The other 
threw—five, (Icuac. After the excitement 
had again subsided the men shook once 
more. Tho first threw tiro fours. 
"Oh! 


now throw lives, and save Yourself, 
Poter." Peter throw—twofvitrs. 


At this point tho Colonel ordered 


them to stop. Ho went and reported 
tho marvelous result to WinterUokl. 
Said ho: "Clearly, General, Providence 
will have those two men to be saved." 


And saved they were. 
The General 


cared not to opposp the wonderful fnto 
of tho dico. It did seem providential, 
mid so ho accepted it. 


And. 
tho redeemed soldiers lived to 


provo that" the saving fate had given 
back to Prussia two of the very best au^ 
bravest of her sons.
